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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because details and reference numerals are of poor quality, 
formal drawings are requested. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of 
the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
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international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 6,833,713 to Schoepf et aL 

Regarding claim 1, Schoepf et al. disclose a direct electrical circuit method and device 
including coupling to a node, by a resistive coupling path having an equivalent resistance, a fixed 
proportion of the direct voltage of the direct voltage power supply, the node being connected by 
a measuring path (column lines Fig. 2, elements 22, 40, 46), measuring a first current flowing in 
the measuring path at a first time (column 4 lines 25-34), measuring a first voltage applied to the 
load at a first time (column 3 lines 23-35), measuring a second current flowing in the measuring 
path at a second time different from the first time (column 4 lines 25-34), measuring a second 
voltage applied to the load at a second time (column 4 lines 57-65), at a time between the first 
and second times coupling a second terminal of the direct voltage power supply to a second 
terminal of the load for energization thereof (column 6 lines 1-10), and determining from the 
equivalent resistance and the first and second voltage and currents a fault voltage (column lines ). 

Regarding claim 4, Schoepf et al. disclose measuring voltage across the load during first 
and second voltage measurements (column 5 lines 59-67). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2,3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Schoepf 
et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 4,947,469 to Vokey e t aL 

Regarding claims 2 and 3, Schoepf et al. disclose a formula relating resistances of the 
wires, voltage difference calculation and sensed current (column 3 lines 35-50). Schoepf et al. 
fails to teach the formula as claimed including an equivalent resistance. Vokey et al. disclose a 
resistive fault location method and device for direct voltage supplies including calculating fault 
resistance as claimed including equivalent of the formula claimed in claim 4 (column 3 lines 50- 
67). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to include the resistance calculation as taught by Vokey et al. into Schoepf et al. for the 
purpose of providing more accurate measurements. 

Regarding claim 5, Schoepf et al. disclose fault voltage detected referenced to the 
negative terminal of the load (column 1 lines 61-67).
